Puerto Ricans still without electricity 
more than five weeks after a massive hurri- 
cane devastated the island are fleeing to the 
U.S. mainland by the thousands. 

Some, such as 36-year-old Grace Castro 
and her family, are settling in with relatives 
in Arizona, far from central Florida, where a 
massive wave of nearly 75,000 Puerto Ri- 
cans has arrived since Hurricane Maria 
slammed the U.S. territory on Sept. 20. 

Hauling two large bags stuffed with 
clothing, Castro, 36, arrived in Phoenix a lit-

Mesa doctor takes flak on controversial technique

A Mesa doctor who touted the remov- 
al via laparoscopic surgery of a large,

Flake’s departure opens 
door to a ‘free-for-all’

With incumbent U.S. Sen. Jeff Flake 
out of the 2018 Senate race, Arizona 
Republican primary voters have not 
yet settled on nominating his main 
challenger, former state Sen. Kelli 
Ward, as his successor. 

Polls showed Ward with big leads 
over the unpopular Flake, but now that 
he’s withdrawn from the race, Repub- 
licans and GOP-leaning independents 
appear receptive to an alternative to 
Ward, who failed in her 2016 primary 
challenge to Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz. 

A new poll of 500 likely primary- 
election voters from Higley-based Da- 
ta Orbital found 32.38 percent were ei- 
ther definitely or probably voting for 
Ward, compared to 29.21 percent who 
said they were definitely or probably 
not voting for her. 

Another 33.73 percent said it would 
depend on who gets in the race, and 
4.68 percent refused to answer. 

The poll, a combination of automat- 
ed and live questions conducted 
Thursday through Saturday, has a 
margin of error of 4.4 percentage 
points.

Trump vows 

to bring justice

WASHINGTON - U.S. special oper- 
ations forces captured a militant in 
Libya accused of playing an instru- 
mental role in the Benghazi attacks, 
officials said Monday, in a high-stakes 
operation designed to bring the perpe- 
trators to justice five years after the 
deadly violence. 

President Donald Trump identified 
the militant as Mustafa al-Imam and 
said his capture signified that the four 
Americans who died “will never be for- 
gotten.” 

Justice Department officials were 
escorting al-Imam by military plane to 
the United States, where he’s expected 
to be tried in federal court. 

“Our memory is deep and our reach 
is long, and we will not rest in our ef- 
forts to find and bring the perpetrators 
of the heinous attacks in Benghazi to 
justice,” Trump said.
